THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Company A’s Practice March and 
Driti Under the New Tactics. 

Yeste day morning promptly at 8 o’clock 
Company A left the Armory to make its 
firtt essay at the new regulations 
shortly to be used by the regular army, and 
the National Guard. Ten men of the Sig- 
nal Corps accompanied the command, whi¢h 


| took the Seventh street cable, and from 


there started across country. 

An advance guard under Lieut, Henry 
Steere, located the theater of wa’, which 
w.s a hiilccmmaading an extensive range 
of country with some breastworks for de- 
fense right ready at hand. 

Owing to the smaliness of the force but 
part of the tactics of offense were demon- 
strated, and later on haif of the force was 
tsken to defend the pusition, 

, ‘Lhe first phase in the att ck was as fol- 
ows: 

The enemy, represented by the flags of 
the Signal Corps, were known to be scme- 
wheres in the vicinity. ‘Lhe Signal Corps 
Was throwD as scouts and flinkers to 
“feel” the enemy. Ata signa! from one 


| of the scouts, “enemy in sight,” and the di- 


reciion belng indicated, the company, 
which had Deen marchiag continuvusly in 
eslumns of fours, was brought into coim- 
pany front, and Capt. Marino gave. the 
command, “Form for attack.” 

Atthisthe two c-nter sections, which 
were tv form the fighting line, moved for- 
werd, while the two remaining sections, 
which constituted the reserve, haited ready 
for moving forward in supprt later on. 

At about one tuous. nd twohundred yards 
the “enewy’’ were Druugbtin view by the 
fighting line, which then deployed as skir- 
mishers and opened with voiley fire by sec- 
tions, 

The fight ng line advanced, lying down 
to fire, tue section commanders (tue ser- 
geants) being carefui to see that the sighis 
of tue rifles of their men were o.reiully ad- 
justed at wach fire to the distance given by 
ihe votmmaader of the line and bis orders 
for fire 

At 500 yards the “suppcrt” reinforced the 

line on the flanks, and tne line then went 
forward by “rushes, ” half of the line rusn- 
ing forward under cover of the smoke of the 
otner haif’s volley, when it dropped to the 
gtound and fired, when the cther rushed 
forward, gaining about @fctez:n yards at 
each rush, 
At thié stage of the ficht,. when within 
about 2u0 yards of the enemy, and ready for 
the final assault, operatious were suspeuded 
aud half of the iocce were sent to occupy 
the position and bold it against their late 
comrades. This done, “rapid fire’ was 
ordered by the captain, when bayonets were 
fixed, sights carefully iaid down and a rapid 
tire upsued upon the pusition whose crest 
w2s bow and swoking in ihe heat of 
mimic war. 

“Cease firing” and, “tothe charge, march” 
by the attacking foi.c:, and up the slope 
“double time’’ camethe attack. 

Meanwhile, over the breastworks a pre- 
sumably dea Aly fire was supposedly deci- 
muting the ranks ofthe gail at cbarging 
line which was turther demoralized by the 
evfiladiog fireof a party of the defense 
under a sergeant who ha‘i crept under cover 
ofahill unob-arved and opened on- the 
right ofthe afteck. But undeterred, on- 
ward and upward they swept ond at 
“charge” broke intuaran and at “charge 
bayonet” madethings look “corky” for a 
little while fur the defeuse, 

However, just before the opposing lines 
met andthree-cornered holies were made tn 
the buys or their whiskers t. ken off bya 
blank cartridge, “cease firing,” and the 
“a; de were sounded and the battle 
waa ou 

The “fighting line” and later the “de- 
fense” was under command of Lieut. Henry 
Steere, the “support” under Lieut L, 
Baldwin, while both were under command 
of Capt. F. A. Martin. 

Cu . G, Schreiber was an interested 
spectator, and afier lunch umpired a gaine 
- basebail for the boys and escaped with 

is iife. 

After the hot work of ths fight, the shade 
of acluinp of trees was sought and haver- 
sacks and canteens consulted with due def- 
erence to the abnormally developed appe- 
tites of the hungry soldiers. After lunch 
the Signal Corps opened communication 
with the party stationed here in the city and 
a the resuit of the game of ball, etc, 

I'he return was made by the way of Tem- 
ple street, and the good marching up Broad- 
way of these sunburned, dusty national 
guards—men in comfortable ‘‘fatigue,”’

A HORSE’S MOVING MACHINERY. 
Phe foilowing interesting article 1s from 
Breeder and Sportsman: 


The moving pono | of a horse isa 
very Complicated one. ‘The muscles of the 
limbs that lift the legs and m.ve them for- 
ward are bumerous, and there is no way 
that itc.n be told whether or not a horse 
will keep bis legs well under him and move 
them easy and gracefully. So much de- 
pends upon the horse's nervous system, as 
to whetuer be will put fire and energy into 
his gait, that the formation alone, be it ever 
80 Symmetrical, Cannot give a guarantee 
that he bas an agile siep. It is harmony of 
action, combined with a degree of nervous 
energy, @ven excitability, that complete the 
make-up andaction of the horse that all turn 
frum otuer objects to gaze upon. There is a 
species of atiractiveness in the sort of 
motion to Which is referred that riyets the 
attention of ail passers, even those that 
ordinarily pay little attention to horses. It 
dvea .pot require size to make this sort ofa 
horse sell. Carrying up wel, as such horses 
generaliy do, they look larger by far than 
they are. Such an animal woving p st with 
head and tail up isa very decviving object. 
Go to him in the stable after the harness is 
taken off. Looking him over while his 
head is down it wiil be difficult to realize 
tuat this is the same horse that was seva 
under motion.

A Verdict for the Defendant—An

Since then, alas, there has been an un- 
welcome change, One after anotber 
a punishment in the shape of a bug 
has appeared to fit and climb each 
variety of fruit tree, until now few are 
exempt, although, as yet, the pests are 
not anything like so destructive and 
numerous us they are inthe East. The 
latest enemy of the.orchard to appear 
in California is a worm of the caterpil- 
lar type, many millions of which 
have appeared on prune trees in Santa 
Ciara county. In some of the orchards 
many trees are said to look as though 
bird shot bad riddied them, and the 
branches in places have been eaten 
entirely bare of leaves. No one bas 
yet been able to identify the preda- 
cious insect, and mild washes of poi- 
sonous liquid have had no effect 
upon it. 

It will need thorough combination 
and bard work on the part of the horti- 
culturists of the State to keep in sub- 
jection the insect pests which. prey 
upon their trees. Te successful re- 
sult of the war upon the white scale 
should stimulate our orcliardisis to

The population 
of each square degree was then multi- 
plied by its distance from the assumed 
parallel of latitude, and the sum of the 
products, or minutes, north and south 
of that parallel, made up.

SHOW HOW TO RUN THE FAIR. 


The Necessity of State Appropria- 
tions and Accessible Grounds 
—The Financial Prospects— 

Foreign interest. 


New York, May 12.—[Special Cor- 
respoudence of Times.| How to 
make the. World’s Fair at Chicago a 
success, 18 & question that bus en- 
grossed the atteution of many of the 
ablest minds of the country for the 
past six months, writes Chauncey M. 
Depew. It iseasy ina broad generali- 
zation to say that it depends upon man- 
agement and location. If it be granted 
that the management is able and ex- 
perienced, then location is the first 
consideration. 

To permit politics to appear any- 
where in the management of a fair of 
this character woud be fatal to the 
enterprise. The exhibition will be 
nothing if not universal, aud if it 
incurs rightfully the hostility of either 
Republican or Democratic States it 
will be a one-sided and very tame 
affair. The exhibition will not be 
national unless ail of the States are 
appropriately represented. ‘The States 
caunot be present in an attraciive 
way without the assistance of large 
appropriations by their respective 
Legisiatures. — 

lit the exhibition was political in its 
composition, administration,patronage 
and appointment, the absence of com- 
monweaiths controlled by the party in 
opposition to the fair would-make the 
celebration meaningless and absurd. 

I believe that the domestic charac- 
ter oi the exposition will be its pre- 
dominent feature. It will be the best 
representation of the progress of the 
couutry in the arts, inventions A. 
manufactures; in the development of 
108 Mines and agriculture; in the ex- 
pansion of its educational facilities, 
in all that relates to religious and 
moral development, and in everything 
Which displays the increase in the com- 
fort, better living, more vigorous 
bealth and greater happiness of the 
people; which itis possible to concen- 
trate, and which Has ever been gath- 
ered. 

‘ne -foreign exhibit will undoubt- 
ediy be fine, but distance and expense 
aud other obvious causes will neces-— 
sarily prevent European nations being 
represented with anything like the 
fuliness and richness that they were at. 
Paris in 1889. 

M. H. de Young says that in his 
opinion there is no question about the 
success of the World’s Fair. 

From my intimate kuowledge of the 
forthcoming exposition, says he, and 
my experience at the Paris Exposition 
of 1889, which up to that time was the 
most successful one that the world had 


ever witnessed. convinces me that this 


exposition will excel it in every partic- 
ular. First of all, the main buildings 
of the exposition wil] be larger. The 
aggregate frontage will be placed iu a 
line nearly two miles; there will 


not be léss than 200 buildings on” ~~ 


the ground, and then a wonderful lay- 
out of canals, mountains and basins 
which mingle and pass through and 
around all of the main buildings on the 
ground, giving a waterway of nearly 
six miles, on which will be placed 
thousands of boats, showing the peculi- 


arity of all the nations of the globe, — 


such as gondolas, Indian canoes, whale 


boats, life boats, all of which will be . 


manned by men, who, for a considera- 
tion, will carry visitors by water, from 
one building to another. Financially 
the exposition starts out with cash on 
band of 40 per cent. more than the 
total expenditures of the Paris Expo- 
sition. 

_ Banker Henry Clews says that the 
fair to be successful must be a national 
undertaking throughout, otherwise it 
is very apt to drop into a sectional

Of this number 
Pertiand has 60.000, leaving 240,000 for 
for the rest of the State. ‘this means 
that the country is sparsely settled. 
W bere the land is a trifle more fertile 
than usual and the ciimate a trifle 
above the ordinary standard of re- 
ipectability, there the settlers congre- 
gate, but in some sections of the State 
ype may travel a long distance withont 
seeing a house. 

“Itvis bard to find anything about 
the climate tocommend. In the inte- 
rior the summers are very hot. In the 


the State, the average annual precip)- 
tation ranging from fifty to sixty 
inches. At Portland snowstorms are 
of frequent occurrence, and every few 
years the river freezes over. A clli- 
mate like this is not only unpleasant, 
but unbealthy, and as a result you will 
find a superabundance of malaria 
wherever you go. ’ 

‘Oregon is not the place for a young 
man to enter upon a business career. 
The chief and practically the only in- 
dustry of importance is the timber 
trade, and to make any headway ip 
this direction requires plenty of capi- 
tal. If a person wishes to speculate 
there are far beiter opportunities 
offered today for successful specula- 
tion in Pasadena and Los Angeles 
than in any part of Oregon, for the 
reason that land is extravagantly high 
there, while here it may be purchased 
at g reusopable consideration. If a 
man wishes to muke money by buck- 
ling down to steady work, let bim 


productive statethan he can by in- 
Vesting an equal amount of capital 
anywhere in Oregon. Farmers in 
Oregon have a hard time making ends 
meet. An old fellow up there told me 
he had been® farming tor twenty-five 
years and had hard work to makea 
comfortable living. Here we have the 
richest, most productive farming land 
the country can produce. 

“In view of these facts I would ad- 
vise no one to go to Oregon to live. 
We have right here about us the 
grandest country under the sun, 
viewed either from a climatic, pictur- 
esque.or productive standpoint, and! 
the person who leaves it to live else- 
where will rue the day he did so. In 
this connection I would hke to empha- 
size the fact that no good, solid resi- 
dent has ever left here to remain away 
permanently.
